an outer electrode provided on the surface of the ceramic laminated member; and 
a lead conductor connecting the inner conductor to the outer electrode; wherein 
a thickness of the lead conductor is less than a thickness of the inner conductor; 
the lead conductor includes a plurality of lead conductor pattern layers that overlap and 

are in contact with each other; 

the inner conductor includes a plurality of inner conductor pattern layers that overlap and 

are in contact with each other; 

the number of lead conductor pattern layers of the plurality of lead conductor pattern 

layers provided on a first ceramic layer of the plurality of ceramic layers is less than the number 

of inner conductor pattern layers of the plurality of inner conductor pattern layers provided on 

the first ceramic layer of the plurality of ceramic layers.".

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Claim 9 recites, inter alia, a laminated ceramic electronic component comprising: 
a ceramic laminated member including a plurality of ceramic layers; a thickness of the lead 
conductor is less than a thickness of the inner conductor ;the lead conductor includes a plurality 
of lead conductor pattern layers that overlap and are in contact with each other; the inner 
conductor includes a plurality of inner conductor pattern layers that overlap and are in contact 
with each other ;the number of lead conductor pattern layers of the plurality of lead conductor 
pattern layers provided on a first ceramic layer of the plurality of ceramic layers is less than the 
number of inner conductor pattern layers of the plurality of inner conductor pattern layers 
provided on the first ceramic layer of the plurality of ceramic layers. 

The references of record do not teach or suggest the aforementioned limitation, nor 
would it be obvious to modify those references to include such limitation.
